There arc far too many exceptions, of 
course. But In general It can truUimlly be 
saiti that the cmorBency of this war Is brlnR- 
Ing about almost unbelievable unity on the 
American labor front. 

Some employers still are trying to profit 
'exorbitantly out of their workmen. Some 
unions stlil arc seeking to get the last golden 
egg even If It kills the Roose. Over all. how~ 
ever, there Is growing n realization that cnpl- 
lal and labor are sailing stormy seas In the 
same* open boat, and should devote them- 
selves whole-heartedly to the- common cause. 

When Donald Nelson first proposed labor- 
management committees to spread war pro- 
duction, he aroused a storm of protest liber- 
ally sprinkled with perspnal abuse. 

Employers saw In the plan a convert 
scheme by which the labof unions would be 
enabled to muscle. In on management func- 
tions. They would have none of .-iuch Utopian 
dreams. 

A few did try the Idea, then more, until 
now such committees are functioning In more 
than 800 war plants. 

There have been abuses hero and there. 
On the whole, both sides have proven bo sin- 
cere that labor-manogcment committees no 
longer can be considered radical, experimen- 
tal or essentially debatable. They have suc- 
ceeded. ^ 
. Mill ti Factory, a trade publication, cari^^ 
vosscd S8 plants chosen at random, of all sizes 
and with wide geographical distrlb^t^n" iuid 
diversity of product. Seventy-seven reported 
that labor has not attempted to encroach 
on manttgement functions. Elghty-Iour le- 
portctl that the unions have not tried to use 
the committees for bargaining purpaies. 
Sixty-five said that labor hos used the com- 
mittees In a sincere elfort to Increase produc- 
tion. , 

The replies arc as cncoum^lng on the facts. 
Many who assumed that the unions would 
prove thus unselfish will be astounded to 
find employers frank enough ,to give the 
unions full credit. 

It develops. lor the benefit ot those who 
doubted, that workers and managements can 
co-operate in the common Interest. We must 
assume that In most Instances such collabo-' 
ration will continue until the war has been 
won. 

Is It too much to hope that the. habit of 
meeting on common ground, of exchanging 
views amicably, of subordinating selfish 
group Interests to the common welfare— In 
short, of functioning as reasoning human 
■beings — can be carried over Into peace time?

Czcclloslovakla and 
Yugoslavia and France and Scandinavia and 
tnc Low Countrtes that the Yanks are coming, 
and that those who manage to survive for 
yet a while shall see retribution cxaqtcd for 
the crimes of which they are victims.
